First concerning your documents, particularly the correspondence 
and the files of T he World Tomorro w and your various books, let 
me say that these are surely important sources which ought to 
be used in a constructive way by one or more students.

Dear Eirbyi 

You have probably given out the expectation of hearing 
from me; byt life he 3 been a good deal of a rat race since our 
return from an absence from home of ten months. Moreover i have 
slowed down a good deal, have trouble with my eyes, and do not have 
a secretary. 

Two incidents occur to me concerning Sherwood , which 
may serve to illustrate his character and career, and the details 
of which may not otherwise have reached you. The first was in H a nkow, 
China, very shortly after the revolution of C c tober, 1911, which 
started there, arid which ended M a nchu rule and the Chinese Empire, 
bi Yuen bung, a simple, kindly and honest man, was governor of the 
■Ciang B-u Provinces ( Hu Teh and Hu H a n ) at ^u Chang across the 
river and general in command of the a rmy» ''“hen the lid blew off 
general bi started to flee to the back country, as the axe man usu¬ 
ally took a prominent part in successful Chinese revolutions. Hut 
such was the regard in which the troops held him and the affection 
of the peole for him, that they caught him a few miles out, brought 
him back, and made him head of the new government. 

There was turmoil for a few days, M a nchus who could be 
caught were beheaded, and then strict martial law was declared. Ho 
meetings or public gatherings of any sort were allowed, and order 
was restored. This condition lasted for several months. Meanwhile 
1 set about founding the ^u-H a n Metropolitan Y.M.C.A. f in associa¬ 
tion with The Hev» Hu Ho-Tsai in H a nkow, and H a rris M as terson in 
w u C^ang. At this juncture it was announced that Hherwood Eddy would 
be coming through and would devote a week to holding public meetings 
for students of the colleges in ““u Chang. 

The ban against meetings was still on. The situation was 
tense, and nothing had been settled as yet regarding the national 
government in Peking. It seemed out of the question to consider 
holding the proposed student meetings; but on the off chance, we put 
in the request to C enePa i Li. Not only did he immediately grant 
the desired permission, he did so with enthusiasm and offered the use 
of a large public hall on the main street of the city. The meetings 
were held with overflowing audiences from the twenty-two nearby col¬ 
leges. b a rge numbers of students signed up tofetud_y the doctrine,- 
the first time so far as 1 know that such a thing happened in the 
government colleges in Central China. The dramatic quality of the 
of Sherwood's visit is shown by the order of Ceneral bi that 300 
soldiers be quartered in the adjoining building; otherwise he would 
not have dared allow any student gatherings to be held. 

The other incident occurred in Ithaca in 1925, when Sher¬ 
wood was holding a series of meetings for Cornell students in old 
Sarnes H a ii. H e was quartered in Sage College - the big girls' dormitory 
across the way*in whet was known as the Brophet's Chamber: The 

Ment fellowships had been recently founded, and as he and I chatted 
together in his room after the evening meeting, I told him I had 





accepted on appointment and was taking a Sabbatic leave, - an unheard 
of luxury at that time for university pastors, Sherwood stopped, 
looked thoughfully into space for a moment, and said," Why shouldn't 
1 have a Sabbatic leave-" W e discussed the matter for some time, and . 
when we parted he had pretty much made up his mind to try it. 

The following September 1 took up residence in the dormitory 
at Union Seminary in an inside room, facing on the quadrange one Ilight 
up, and Sherwood almost next door. 1 was registered for my doctorate, 
taking numerous required courses. Not Sherwood. K e organized his 
own seminars. K e wasn't taking handouts from any "body, Gne met on 
Monday evenings in the seminary and was a round table discussion of 
of the fundamentals of religion - 1 still have a lot of notes some¬ 
where of those discussions. It was attended by a dozen or more of 
of the top brains on both sides of the street. Among those whom I 
recall off hand were George William K. Kilpatrick ( a professed 

atheist, but one of the most fair minded, square shooters I ever knew ), 
Goodwin Watson, hugh Kartshorne, Sonny Elliott, Sherwood and myself. 

The dis cussions were the most stimulating 1 have ever attended. I 
Iheyreminded me constantly of Plato's dialogues of Socrates and really 
ought to have been edited and published as an outstanding expression 
of the religious questions of the times. 

The other series met at various times and places by agrement^ 
approximately weekly, and usually in the afternoon. John Watson, the 
behaviorist, was riding high in those times; and I remember particu¬ 
larly a mighty argument we had in his office one afternoon. W a tson 
held that the Infant mind was a t abla rasp and that there was nothing 
to heredity. My people used to raise fancy horses down in Kentucky 
and I waded into him on the price of blooded stock and certain associ¬ 
ated characteristics, such as a gray streak in the tail and winning 
horse races, while Sherwood as chairman tried to keep the peace. 

For some time Sherwood and T used to have breakfast together 
in my room. Cooking in the dormitory was prohibited ; but the pro¬ 
vision that one could boil water was liberally interpreted. w e had 
coffee, toast,eggs, and on occasion Kentucky sausage and waffles. G 
Gver these pleasant aromas and an extra cup we would discuss the 
discuss'ons and realign our thoughts. hut I noticed that Sherwood 
was taking on more and more speaking engagements. Finally the after¬ 
noon seminars ceased. he stuck by the Monday night discussions 
doggedly through the K u tumn term; hut after Christmas he was off 
again in full flight, with a solid program of speaking engagements. 

Trusting that you still may be able to make some use of 
these pleasant memories, I am, with all good wishes, as ever,
